Aliens must 
register 


All aliens in the United States on 
Jan. 1. 1981 will be required under 
the Immigration and Nationality Act 
to report their current address 
during January. 

According to the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service of the U.S. 
Dept, of Justice, this action is 
required even though the alien s 
address has not changed since his 
last report. The report is made each 
year. 

Aliens may go to any U.S. post 
office or any Immigration and 
Naturalization Office and ask for the 
address report card. Form 1-53. 
When completed, the card should be 
mailed with a stamp on the reverse 
side. 

Care should be taken not to fold or 
tear the card 

The federal law does not apply to 
aliens on diplomatic duty or to those 
who are accredited to the United 
Nations 

The parent or legal guardian of an 
alien child under 14 years of age 
must submit an address report for 
such child Any alien who is tem- 
porarily absent from the United 
States on Jan. 1 must report his 
address within 10 days after return

Oakley said Mrs. Cantrell was 
initially recommended to him by 
Sullivan who was entrusted by the 
mayor to screen and interview job 
applicants. 

T am definitely impressed with 
Mrs. Cantrell’s attitude and 


background.’’ commented the 
mayor. I look forward to having a 
responsible finance department for 
the city in the very near future." 

The new finance director who is no 
relation to Councilman Ray Cantrell 
lias a master’s degree in business 
administration from Wayne State 
University, is married, and has been 
working as a coordinator for the 
Way ne-West land school district. 

Mrs Cantrell will start her new 
position at $22,000 a year, with a 
salary increase to $22,750 after six 
months of employment. 

Oakley told council that he ex- 
plained to her that he could not give 
her a job contract that carried 
beyond his current term of office.

Belvil Hospital: A 
seniors' complex?

Pat Cullin, 
chairman. 

Cullin favored Emerson’s idea. 


and in addition, recommended that 
the consortium director, Henry 
Redman, investigate further into 
senior citizens housing in the area. 

Emerson said he had been called 
about a week ago by a Douglas 
Eschtruph of Eschtruph Realtors in 
Hazlett and who later made a per- 
sonal call at his office. The mayor 
said he conducted Eschtruph on a 
tour of possible sites in town, in- 
cluding the now defunct hospital. 

The realtor told Emerson he would 
like to have an architect look at the 
building and left his card. 

Friday, Eschtruph was contacted 
at his Hazlett office and asked about 
his interest in the old hospital.

Councilman Jimmie Raspberry, 
prior to the unanimous approval of 
Mrs. Cantrell, requested a copy of 
her contract. He explained that he 
had never seen or been given a copy 
of the former finance director’s 
contract 

The approved motion authorizing 
Oakley to hire Mrs. Cantrell under a 
contract also called for copies of that 
document to be provided for council 
members 

The council also unanimously 
voted to adopt a resolution that 
oppose the sharing of costs by the 
city of Romulus for repairs made to 
an interceptor sewer in the Oakland- 
M acorn b sewer system as requested 
by the Detroit Water and Sewerage 
Department in a recent com- 
munication 

The Detroit agency indicated that 
costs of repairing the latest break in 
the “Edison Corridor ’’ could amount 
to as much as $20 million. 

On Sept. 2, 1980, City Council ap- 
proved a similar resolution opposing 
thesharing of costs for repairs made 
in the Oakland-Macomb district for 
a sewer break at Dequindre and 15 
Mile roads 

Notification came to the city from 
the Wayne County Board of Public 
Works stating that the Detroit Water 
and Sewerage Department intended 
to spread the cost of repairs among 
all customers of the Detroit system 

In its letter to Romulus and other 
system customers, the Board of 
Public Works expressed its 
“strenuous objection’’ to the Detroit 
agency's proposed action to spread 
repair costs. 

Recently. Van Buren Township 
also took official action to voice its 
opposition to sharing in the sewer 
repair costs on the same recent 
sewer break 


Of primary concern to Romulus 
. ..and many other communities is the 
r high equalization factor for 
- residential properties. Soaring real 
A estate prices over the last three 
y years figure prominently in com- 
putation of the 1981 factor for 
residential properties. 

In previous years, only one over- 
all equalization factor was provided 
by the county Bureau of Taxation for 
each community. 

This year’s new residential 
equalization factor of 1.2746 is up 
20.2 percent over last year’s 1.06 for 
Romulus. In other areas, the factor 
has jumped to more than 30 percent. 
Dearborn’s increase will be 50 
percent. 

Purpose of the factor is to bring 
local assessments on residential 
properties to one-half of their 
current market value. The factor is 
based on real estate transactions 
studied over the last three years. 

In discussion at last week’s 
council session, Councilman Ed 
Rush commented, “I wonder 
whether the county’s interpretation 
of the state act is an attempt to bail 
the county out of its financial dif- 
ficulties because of 
mismanagement.” 

The adopted resolution stated in 
part: “This increase is obviously a 
totally unfair and an unjustified 
additional burden upon the 
residential property users of our 
community ...” 

Copies of the resolution will be 
sent to the Gov. Milliken and all area 
legislators and to surrounding 
communities. 

Even without the new' equalization 
by class called for in the state act, 
the previous one overall equalization 
factor for communities would have 
risen substantially, according to 
George McEachran, director of the 
Bureau of Taxation. 

But, he noted, heavy activity in 
residential property sales until 
recently dictated a dramatic jump 
in attempts by the state to equalize 
local property assessments to one- 
half of current market values as 
required by state law. 

In other property classes — 
agricultural, commercial and in- 
dustrial — equalization factors have 
dropped from last year’s overall 
factor. 

Other area communities also are 
protesting the new- factors Van 
Buren Township Sup. Pat Cullin will 
present a resolution to her board 
calling for a freeze on all state 
equalized value (SEV) of local 
residential properties at the 1979 
level until the economy has im- 
proved and stabilized. 

Huron Township Sup. Richard F. 
Sullivan believes the state 
Legislature must look to a new 
method for equalizing residential 
properties. Unless something of this 
nature takes place soon, he looks for 
a tax revolt by homeowners.

headaches 


Hiring of a new finance director, 
plus the loan of a new computer to 
supplement one giving the city 
headaches, played a large part in 
swift approval last week of two city 
warrants by Romulus City Council. 

Although passage of such 
warrants is considered a routine 
matter, council at its previous 
session had failed to pass the 
warrant (81-11). Opposition was 
due to the computer’s inability to 
provide a printout showing the 
status of city finances and council’s 
irritation over delay in hiring a 
new finance director. 

Richard F. Sullivan, who held 
that post, resigned recently to 
assume the supervisor’s post in 
Huron Township 

Added to the plus factor of a new 
finance director, Mrs. Patsy 
Cantrell, was word that the 
Burroughs Corp. was loaning the 
city a new B-80 computer to help 
bail it out of the troubles it was 
experiencing with a similar model 
purchased over a year ago 

A memorandum from Raymond 
Cantrell (no relation) purchasing 
director, to council stated a 
computer printout for last July 
would be available by the week of 
Jan. 12 and one for August by the 
w eek of Jan. 26. 

"I would like to say that the 
Burroughs Corp. seems to be doing 
everything possible to live up to 
their obligations at this time,” his 
memorandum stated. 

In recent weeks, the city has 
indicated it might pursue legal 
action against Burroughs over 
numerous bugs in the computer 
and cited similar lawsuits against 
the firm across the nation on the 
same model computer. 

After passage of city warrant 81- 
11, council also approved city 
warrant 81-12. Both measures 
passed by a 5-2 margin. 

Although the city payroll is in- 
cluded in city warrants. Treasurer 
Beverly McAnally explained that 
the only time that city employes 
would not be paid would be if it ran 
out of funds 

The new finance director, as her 
predecessor did, will work closely 
with Hugh Kolman, a management 
consultant from Doyle Litt of Troy, 
the accounting firm now under 
contract to perform the city’s 
audit 

Kolman is in the process of 
working out financial procedures 
for city government

Romulus council continues 
to debate '4-year term' issue 


Pay raises proposed for Wayne 
County elected officials will be 
reconsidered by the County Board of 
Commissioners today, and in the 
meantime, the board’s General 
Government Committee is studying 
the issue for recommendation. 

Proposals to reject the raise were 
referred to the committee after 
submission to the Board by Com- 
missioners Arthur M. Carter and R. 
William Joyner on Dec. 18. That 
same day, the two were joined by 10 
other commissioners in a petition 
seeking to overturn a recom- 
mendation of the County Officers 
Compensation Commission to give 
the elected officials an additional 
$1,500 annually, beginning in 1982. 

According to the State Statute 
authorizing the Compensation 
Commission, its recommendation 
automatically becomes effective 
unless rejected by the Board of 
Commissioners. All 27 members of 
the Board of Commissioners would 
benefit from the raise, as well as the 
County Auditors, the County Clerk, 
Drain Commissioner, Treasurer, 
Prosecuting Attorney, Register of 
Deeds and Sheriff. 


many of our neighbors and con- 
stituents are without jobs.” 

Joyner said he is proud and 
morally obligated to help "lead the 
fight" against a pay raise. 

"I see no justifiable reason for a 
raise at this point in time," he 
stated. 


Criticizing the commissioners who 
favor a raise, Joyner said: "Many of 
them, not so surprisingly, are the 
same ones that have their names on 
lists for other county jobs. I am 
opposed to both a raise and the 
placement of elected officials into 
other county jobs when they leave or 
lose their office." 

Other commissioners petitioning 


against a raise include Rose Mary C. 
Robinson, George F. Killeen, John J. 
Korney, all from Detroit, and James 
J. Rashid, from Dearborn, William 
G. Suzore, Lincoln Park, Thomas 
Presnell, Westland, Kay L. Beard, 
Inkster, Elaine Gregory, Dearborn; 
plus new commissioner Arthur 
Blackwell from Highland Park. 

Just seated on the board at the 
Dec. 18 meeting, Blackwell is the 27- 
year-old son of Highland Park 
Mayor Robert P. Blackwell and 
winner in the November election. He 
was scheduled to take office Jan. 1, 
but was appointed early to fill a 
vacancy created by the resignation 
of Martha G. Scott, now a Civil 
Service Commissioner.

Romulus Mayor William M. 
Oakley last week told City Council 
that he disagrees with the state 
attorney general’s opinion on 
placing a proposal on the ballot 
calling for 4-year terms of office 
for all elected local officials. 

The mayor’s comments in a 
memorandum to council stated he 
would have Charles Lowther 
"pursue the matter and bring back 
to the City Council a recom- 
mendation at a later date." 

Previously, council had directed 
Lowther to draft a ballot proposal 
for 4-year terms. 

But, the city attorney sub- 
sequently informed Oakley that, in 
addition to waiting two years after 
its defeat last November by local 
voters, the city must substantially 
change wording of the proposal, 
assording to the attorney general’s 
office. 

In its direction to the city at- 
torney for such a ballot proposal, 


council stipulated the 4-year terms 
be staggered and that the mayor 
pro tern be elected by a mojority of 
council. 

In other action, council failed to 
grant approval to George Moore’s 
request that he be given an ex- 
tension on the approval of a 
preliminary plat for Darnell 
Heights Subdivision northeast of 
the 5-Points intersection. 

A challenge of Chairman Mary 
Ann Banks' ruling that the motion 
had failed was knocked down under 
voting with Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry serving as acting 
chariman. First voting on Moore’s 
request ended three for, two 
against and two abstentions. 

Moore first obtained preliminary 
approval on Dec. 26, 1979, but 
needed additional time before 
seeking final approval. 

Council also acted to approve a 
resolution giving the okay to the 
Economic Development Cor- 


poration project plan for American 
Hospital Supply; appointment of 
Joyce Palmer, owner of Arc Real 
Estate, to fill an existing vacancy 
on the Board of Review; named 
Clerk Leonard J. Folmar as 
legislative coordinator for the city 
to work with the Michigan 
Municipal League for the 1981 
session of the state Legislature. 

Acknowledged receipt of a bill for 
$4,121,50 for all legal services 
dealing with DetRo Recovery 
Products from the law offices of 
Feiler and Glass, Farmington 
Hills; reappointed Kathy McCallum 
and Kaye Cohoon for 2-year 
terms to the Board of Canvassers; 
recieved word from the mayor that 
$4,500 had been spent to repair the 
Bantam Crane; reveived word 
from the mayor that $3,690 had 
been spent to repair the asphalt 
road at Sterling and Bibbins streets 
caused when a sewer break was 
repaired. 


The Carter-Joyner proposals 
failed 17 to 6, one vote short of the 
two-thirds majority needed to reject 
the raise. Both Carter and Joyner, 
along with Commissioner Paul G. 
Citkowski, expressed confidence 
that the raise recommendation 
would be defeated on Dec. 29. 


The Board of Commissioners has 
only until Dec. 31 to reject the raise, 
otherwise the recommendation of 
the Compensation Commission 
becomes effective Jan. 1, and a year 
later the elected officials would 
begin to receive the additional pay. 

Carter said the lack of only one 
vote indicates that a majority of the 
commissioners are against the 
proposed raise. 

"We feel we have enough votes to 
defeat the issue on the 29th, if we 
have a quorum," he stated. "Here 
we are in one of the most depressed 
areas of the country, with Ford 
Motor Company employees faced 
with pay freezes, and we’re talking 
about pay increases. We simply 
can’t ask raises for ourselves when

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Romulus names cable TV ordinance pane!

Has recent action to award cable 
television franchises by Sumpter 
and Van Buren townships put 
pressure on the city of Romulus to 
get off dead center and make a 
similar decision? 

To that end, city council recently 
appointed a 13- member Romulus 
Cable Television Ordinance Com- 
mittee That body will be entrusted 
to compile information for a cable 
TV’ ordinance which will have to be 


adopted by the city when a franchise 
is awarded to a specific company. 

Treasurer Beverly McAnally is 
serving as chairman of the com- 
mittee and City Attorney Charles 
Ijowther is acting as legal con- 
sultant. 

Romulus Supt. of Schools William 
Bedell, a committee member, said 
the group will appear at the Jan. 6 
meeting of the city council to 
recommend the hiring of a cable TV 
consultant to aid them. 

Dr. Bedell said the committee will 
justify its recommendation because 
of the following reasons: 



• The decision of what cable TV 
company to choose is a complex one 
that requires the services of 
someone with expertise in the field; 

• A tremendous amount of in- 
formation will have to be decided 
about matters that will greatly in- 
fluence what happens in the future 
lor the community in regards to 
cable TV. 

• A recent ruling of the U. S. 
Supreme Court that the Federal 
Communications Commission 
»FCC) can no longer require cable 
TV companies to provide local 


public access channels to com 
munities from which they are 
awarded franchises. 

But. Dr Bedell stressed, local 
communities can obtain this benefit 
by having it included in its cable TV 
ordinance. 

• The policy of some communities 
of relying on the cable TV com- 
panies to write ordinances for them 
He likened that policy to asking a 
car salesman which car to buy. 

• The right of communities to ask 
cable TV companies making bid 
proposals to pay for consultant fees 


with the winner of the franchise 
obligated to pay for all of the con- 
sultant fees 

At the Jan. 6 council session, a 
presentation on the proposals will be 
made by Dr Bedell. Pete Silvan and 
Dennis Davidson. 

Members of the cable TV or- 
dinance committee are: McAnally. 
Dr Bedell. Silveri. Davidson. Mary 
Ann Banks. Dan Bales. Vivian 
Armstrong. Dan Moales. Ron Kraft, 
Ed Rush, Theresa Washington, 
Diane Hazen. and Jason Lovette. 

A number of companies are 


currently seeking a franchise to 
build a system in Romulus. 

A rule of thumb policy given by 
various companies during 
presentation is: the more sub- 
scribers. the cheaper the monthly 
rates and the greater the number of 
services. 

Inclusion of Romulus in the same 
cable TV installation as the neigh- 
boring communities of Sumpter and 
Van Buren would thus give Romulus 
residents greater benefits than if 
that community awarded a fran- 
chise to a new company.

Belvil Hospital— future seniors' home? 


(Continued from Page A-l) 
am completely undecided. I am 
looking at a couple of possible sites, 
but I have made no decisions.” 

Whether his plans would call for 
renovation of the hospital building or 
tear it down to make way for a new 
structure is still undecided also, he 
explained. 

‘The condition of the hospital’s 
interior is a drawback to the 
property,” said Eschtruph. 

It turned out that the Hazlett 
realtor is the same person who was 
turned down within the last year by 
the state for a senior citizens 
housing site near Haggerty Road 
and 1-94 North Service Drive in Van 
Buren Township. 

Eschtruph said he plans to present 
his findings to a developer and will 
have an architect come to Belleville 
to look over the hospital property. 

Friday, Emerson said he con- 
sidered the hospital site “ideal” for 
location of a senior citizens housing 
complex. The site’s proximity to 
shopping areas and a pharmacy as 
required by the state are excellent, 
he commented. 

In two areas, requirements calling 
for a minimum lot size of three acres 
and a minimum of 100 units, the site 
was deficient, he noted. 

“However,” the mayor said, “we 
might be able to get around the 100- 
unit minimum by having 50 units 
here and 50 units someplace else.” 

According to Emerson, the Belvil 
Hospital has been closed for about 
the last six years after it ran into 
financial difficulties and also failed 
to meet state standards. 

The mayor said that Dr. E.S. 
Alford, the original owner, had sold 
it to a hospital authority which in 
turn hired an administrator to run 
the establishment. After it closed its 
doors, the hospital property 
reverted back to Dr. Alford, he 
explained. 

Currently listed on the city’s tax 
rolls, the hospital property is now in 
extremely bad condition on the 
inside, said the mayor. 

“Kids have taken down boards 
which sealed the building,” 
Emerson said, “and papers and all 
kinds of rubbish now litter the in- 
terior ” 

He said he had been told that 
water pipes were frozen and that the 
interior resembled a war zone. 

Emerson’s suggestion that the old 
hospital be used possibly for a senior 
citizens housing development has 
raised anew the hopes and dreams of 
area elder , for a place of their own. 

At the last general election, Van 
Buren voters okayed a proposal that 
would authorize the township to sell 
3 to 5 acres of Van Buren Park for 


use as the site of a senior citizens 
housing complex. 

Before the park site could be used, 
however, it would have to meet 
requirements set down by the state 
for the agency through which 
federal funding would be obtained. 

A news story carried recently in 
the Associated Newspapers quoted 
Cullin as saying she did not believe 
the park site would be acceptable to 
the state because of excessive noise 


from airplanes using facilities at 
nearby Willow Run Airport. 

In addition to a senior citizens 
housing development being built in 
the Van Buren-Belleville area, a 
recent suggestion by Romulus 
Mayor William M. Oakley would 
have the Western Five investigate 
another possiblity. 

Oakley suggested that an area- 
wide senior citizens housing com- 
plex be constructed on a site that. 


would be centrally located for 
seniors living in the five com- 
munities represented by Western 
Five — the townships of Van Buren, 
Sumpter and Huron and the cities of 
Belleville and Romulus. 

Redman, the Western Five 
director, currently is looking into 
sites that could meet the 
requirements of a central location 
and which would fulfill those set 
down by the state.

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Belleville man accused 


Did Hardesty kill in 


Billy E. Hardesty, the young Van 
Buren Township man who is accused 
of killing five persons, including his 
parents, and wounding two others in 
1978, now faces a charge of hacking 
a black California man to death with 
a machete-like weapon. 

Police in Indio, Calif., about 25 
miles south of Palm Springs, say 
Hardesty killed Willie Dunn, 35, in 
the man’s apartment iust after he 
emerged from a shower on Oct. 4, 
1978. 

Lt Juan Montez of the Indio Police 
Dept, said the slaying was a brutal 
attack in which the victim suffered 
at least 50 stab wounds. Although a 


small amount of money was 
believed taken from Dunn’s apart- 
ment. police do not believe that 
robbery was the motive. 

Apparently, Hardesty took the 
dead man's 1969 model car, but the 
vehicle broke down about 10 miles 
out of town. Although Indio police 
would not disclose how they 
determined that Hardesty was a 
suspect in the case, they did admit 
that his fingerprints were found in 
Dunn’s apartment and in his car. 

But, a news source back in 
Michigan said that Hardesty 
telephoned Los Angeles police 
to confess to the murder, possibly 
making the call from the State 


Center for Forensic Psychiatry in 
Ypsilanti where he is in custody. 

1116 source said Los Angeles police 
could not fit Hardesty’s description 
of the slaying to any local crime, but 
eventually narrowed it down to the 
Indio murder case. 

Also disclosed by the news source 
was Hardesty’s confession of the 
California slaying to local police and 
his hope that he might be extradited 
to the sunny state to avoid standing 
trial for the multiple murders in 
Michigan. 

Before taking any action, 
California police authorities are 
awaiting the outcome of Hardesty’s

During the early morning hours 
extending back to the previous 
night. Hardesty went on a shooting 
spree which ended with five persons 
dead and two wounded, police said. 

After Hardesty surrendered, 
police found his mother shot to death 
and lying on the floor of a bedroom. 
His father, also shot, was found 
stuffed into a deep freeze with 
foodstuffs. 

Also found in the house was the 
body of the family cat. which police 
said had been strangled. 

During his treatment at the 
forensic facility, Hardesty has been 
administered powerful drugs. His 
behavior during that penod has 
been described as erratic and 
confused.

THUMB-SUCKING SYNDROME 


Does thumb- sucking leod 
to crooked teeth? Most 
experts don’t think oc- 
cosionol thumb-sucking in 
infoncy couses any problems 
with teeth. But there is o 
general ogreement omong 
dentists that prolonged ond 
intensive thumb-sucking post 
the time the first permanent 
teeth erupt - ot 5 to 6 
yeors of oge - can leod to 
misshopen mouths ond 
disploced teeth. 

Actually, the position of 
individual teeth disploced by 
thumb-sucking is of less 
concern to orthodontists 
thon the effect on the bony 
support of the teeth - ond 
the development of ob- 
normol deforming muscle 
octivity. If. for example, the 
hobit persists post two 
yeors. it could oiler the 
child's swollowing pattern 


Once this happens, the 
youngster may develop a 
protrusion of the upper front 
teeth; o norrowness of the 
upper dentol arch; and on 
obvious malocclusion ( im- 
proper bite) problem. 

As long os there ore 
infants, there will be 
thumbsuckers. However, if 
the hobit continues longer 
thon usual, it's best to have 
the child checked by o 
dentist before it causes any 
problems.

When the draft was 
ended in 1972, registration was in 
fact continued until suspended in 
1975. 

Over the next few years, the 
capabilities of Selective Service 
steadily declined to an unacceptable 
level, prompting a total 
revitalization which began in 
November 1979. This program— of 
which registration is part— is 
designed to return the Selective 
Service System to the readiness 
level required for an emergency 
back-up to our peace time volunteer 
armed forces. Other actions un- 
derway include the development of 
greatly improved computer support, 
and the development of a training 
program for potential draft board 
members. 

Here are some registration 
guidelines: 

WHO must register: Male citizens 
and aliens residing in the United 
States born in 1960, 1961 or 1962 
except those on student or similar 
visas or who are members of trade 
or diplomatic missions, and men 
already serving on active duty with 
the Armed Forces. Members of 
reserve components not on active 


duty must register. Men born in 1963 
and later years will be required to 
register within 30 days of their 18th 
birthdays. 

WHEN: Men born in 1962: during 
the week of January 5th. To help 
avoid lines, individuals are en- 
couraged to register on a day of the 
week keyed to the month of birth: on 
Monday, January 5, for those bom in 
January, February, and March; on 
Tuesday, January 6, for those born 
in April, May and June; on Wed- 
nesday, January 7, for those bom in 
July, August, and September; and 
on Thursday, January 8, for those 
bom in October, November and 
December. Friday and Saturday 
may be used as “make-up” days for 
those who are unable to register on 
the suggested day. 

Men born in 1963: within 30 days of 
their 18th birthdays. 

Men born in 1960 and 1961 should 
already have registered this year; 
those who have not are encouraged 
to do so as soon as possible. 

WHERE: At any of more than 
34,500 U.S. Post Offices throughout 
the nation, or at embassies or 
consular offices overseas.

State police warn 

Holiday excitement 


could be fatal 


With Michigan indicating a traffic 
death toll below 2,000 for the sixth 
time in the last seven years, State 
Police Director. Col. Gerald Hough 
today urged motorist and pedestrian 
cooperation in extending this im- 
provement in travel safety through 
the holiday periods to the year end 

Hough emphasized that the 
holiday season provides an 
especially appropriate time for 
motorists and pedestrians to show' 
goodwill and concern for safety by 
exerting the extra attention needed 
for traffic accident prevention. 

He cautioned that general holiday 
excitement can distract motorists 
from giving full attention to hazards 
of reduced visibility, snowy or icy 
roads and excessive speeds He 
advised motorists to refrain from 
driving when and if their holiday 


celebrating includes any im 
moderate drinking. 

P Data to date includes Michigan’s 
traffic toll this year provisionally 
will be around 1.825.

Working teens must 

% 

have adult supervision 


Young teenagers whose jobs 
require them to work at night 
handling money would either get 
adult supervision or their employers 
could go to jail, under legislation 
approved by the Michigan 
Legislature, according to Rep. 
William Keith. 

The tough terms of the bill are a 
direct result of the shooting death of 
a 16-year-old Garden City youth, 
murdered while working alone in a 
late night gas station, and would put 
new, sharper teeth in the Youth 
Employment Standards Act, which 
sets working hour limits for 
youngsters under 18 but contains no 
supervision requirements. 

“Enterprising young people are 


being assaulted, robbed, and killed 
because they are working alone at 
jobs which require the handling of 
money," Keith said. “These 
needless killings occur because 
teenagers become easy prey for 
criminals." 

Penalties for violating the adult 
supervision clause would be raised 
to up to one year in jail or a $2,000 
fine or both for the first offense, and 
up to two years imprisonment or a 
$5,000 fine or both for a second of- 
fense. 

A third or subsequent offense 
would be a felony punishable by up 
to ten years in prison or a fine of up 
to $10,000 or both

Fill a quart jar 
wit h the mixture. Insert vanilla bean down center of 
jar to add flavor Screw cap on tightly and store in a 


cool dry place To make one serving, place 4 heaping 
teaspoons of mix in a large cup or mug; add boiling 
water and stir. Vary measure of mix and water to suit 
your own taste and with size of cup. Makes enough for 
16 1-cup servings

And now again they’re trying to stuff their own 
Christmas stockings at the expense of the tax- 
payers who put them into office. I feel that 
enough is enough. 

Over the years more and more I am finding 
myself as a member of the general public who is 
ill at ease at what legislators are not doing for 
us, but are doing to us. It is frightening to look at 
the double standards they have set up — raises 
for themselves, higher taxes for us, and we can’t 
do anything about it. 

Didn’t they learn from the Tisch scare? Tisch 
didn’t become a reality because we believe in 
our government; however, recent actions by our 
own legislators have shown that maybe it is time 
for us to teach these people the cold facts of life. 

More and more of us in Southeastern Michigan 
are being forced into unemployment lines— a 
tragedy of joblessness that is compounded by the 
fact that there is double-digit inflation and high 
interest rates. All of this reduces the "common 
person" to nothing but a pawn. 

Desperately needed human and public services 
are being cut during these trying times. 

If state police and others are willing to take 
pay cuts, by-pass raises so that their fellow 


workers can stay on the job, then the raises 
proposed for all state and county officials should 
also be placed in a "hold situation.” All raises 
should be frozen. 

It is ironic that when jobs are so desperately 
needed here, a major auto-maker hired a New 
York firm to level old Dodge Main and parts of 
Poletown— when a number of local firms are 
qualified to do the same job at lesser costs. 

These Michigan legislators have already 
passed SB 187, a sweet plum for their 
retirement. If the House also approves the bill 
and it is signed by the governor, the bill would. 

•After 14 years of service, provide the 
legislator with 85 percent of his current salary 
after retirement; and 

•The 3 percent automatic cost of living 
payable each January 1 (compounded) would go 
up to 5 percent. 

Not too long ago, public hearings were con- 
ducted on HB 4573 and HB 4332, containing a 3 
percent COLA for school and state retirees. 

And who is going to pay for all of this? You 
guessed it! The taxpayers. 

And, with more than 400,000 of us out of work 
in this state, the time is approaching when the 
state will have no one working to pay the taxes 
for those elite few that "serve us” in the state 
legislature.

Sweatt’s face, but it also is a story about 
people who believe in doing things for 
others.

Booze, kids and cars: 


Tragic holiday combination

Item: A youth, blind-drunk, 
stumbled and fell on the median 
strip of a major highway. He picked 
himself up, only to fall again, this 
time onto the road. He was struck 
and killed by a car. 

Item: "Betty,” age 15, got her 
First taste of liquor in the back seat 
of the family car, parked outside a 
laundromat. In minutes she downed 
half a bottle of rum bought by two 
friends. The friends thought Betty 
was funny when she got drunk. On 
the way home, Betty passed out so 
her friends let her "sleep it off.” 
Betty never woke. She died of 
alcohol overdose. "I didn’t know 
peoplecould die from drinking,” one 
friend said later. 

Item: Ten teens were killed when 
the driver of a pickup truck in which 
they were riding lost control and 
crashed. The driver, allegedly 
drunk, received ten manslaughter 
convictions 

These lives are among thousands 
that could have been saved if 
parents would only talk to their 
teenagers about alcohol, says Ken 
Barter, community education 
coordinator with the Fairfax 
County, Va., Alcohol Safety Action 
Program (ASAP). 

Last year Barter directed an in- 


novative experiment aimed at 
curtailing drunken driving among 
high school students. Although this 
agency’s primary responsibility is 
rehabilitating people convicted of 
drunken driving, they are also 
charged with prevention of alcohol 
abuse. 

With enthusiastic support from the 
area’s Parent-Teacher-Student 
Association (PTSA), ASAP spon- 
sored a series of seminars for 
parents and teens at four area high 
schools. The programs were 
designed, simply, to help families 
talk to each other better, easier and 
more effectively. "Adolescence is 
a time when young people test out 
adult behaviors, drinking among 
them," said Barter. "Even though 
parents may not want to recognize 
it, drinking is a normal part of life in 
this society. Kids, who are learning 
how to be adults, are going to ex- 
periment with it. 

"Parents need to talk to their 
teens about sex, about hitch-hiking, 
fighting and other behavior- 
including drinking. The earlier the 
better. Not discussing these issues 
doesn’t mean they don’t exist. 
National studies have shown that by 
their senior year 90 per cent of all 
teens have been exposed to alcohol. 
Drunk driving is an issue every 
teenager faces whether they drink 
or not,” Barter said. 


Few subjects generate as much 
concern and conflict as teen 
drinking. Simple as it may sound, 
U*ying to tell a teen about drinking 
isn’t easy. But such discussion could 
be a life-or-death event: 

The National Center for Disease 
Control says alcohol-related high- 
way crashes are the number one’ 
cause of death among 15 to 24 year 
olds. And ironically, the life ex- 
pectancy among American teens 
has been decreasing while it has 
been increasing for every other age 
group Another study shows half of 
all highway fatalities involve alcohol 
abuse 

In Fairfax County, a researcher 
found that alcohol abuse among 
residents— teens and adults alike— is 
significantly higher than the 
national norm Local teens in this 
sprawling suburb of Washington, 
D.C. are more affluent than most. 
They have less access to mass 
transportation and many have 
personal cars, making the tragic 
mixture of booze, cars and young 
drivers more common 

Despite hundreds of incidents and 
many deaths, there is insufficient 
alcohol education taught in schools. 

Under the direction of two 
therapists from the local mental 
health center, the seminars featured 
many techniques from the popular 


parent-effectiveness training 
courses. Still, many parents were 
not comfortable with an open 
discussion about child raising and 
discipline, especially one that 
centered on such a personal concern 
as alcohol use and abuse. 

"You have to honestly explore 
your own behavior when drinking, 
before discussing alcohol use with 
your child,” one therapist said. 
"Oddly, most of the parents wanted 
to know if it really was ‘o k.’ to put 
limits on their teens. Many reported 
that other types of adolescent 
rebellion seemed to get in the way of 
true discussion." 

It’s hard to talk about drinking 
and driving if there hasn’t been any 
real dialogue before,” Barter added. 

In fact, parents have the legal and 
moral responsibility to protect the 
lives of their children. A juvenile 
court judge who spoke at one of the 
sessions urged parents to give their 
children a clear picture of what they 
expect and the consequences of 
violation. A parent and strict 
disciplinarian himself, he said each 
family was different, and outlined a 
number of approaches to this 
common problem. 

If a teen finds himself in a 
situation where either he or another 
driver has had too much to drink to 
drive home, alternatives include 
staying overnight with a friend, 


taking a bus or cab home, finding 
someone else to ride with— or calling 
home for a ride, anytime, day or 
night. Of course, this means that the 
parents must be willing to go and 
pick up their children, anytime, day 
or night. The counselors also 
strongly suggest parents avoid 
discussing behavior problems with 
teens until they are completely 
sober. 

Teens at the sessions commented 
on "very real” peer pressure to 
drink. Some advocated instituting a 
"buddy” system on drinking nights, 
and said they relied on their driving 
friends to stay sober. 

Teens and parents said that they 
did not have enough information 
about alcohol use to discuss this 
issue. Among the facts proved vital 
to such dialogues: 

—That the "kick” or lift from 
alcohol is actually an effect created 
by numbing or depressing the 
inhibitory center of the brain. 

—That cold showers or black 
coffee will not sober a person up. 
Alcohol is eliminated from the 
bloodstream by the action of the 
liver, and this process takes time. 

—Alcohol affects not only a per- 
son’s reaction time, but his per- 
ception of it. He therefore may think 
his senses are sharp when in fact 
they are not. 


—You can’t tell that a person has 
had too much to drink by the way he 
walks and talks. 

—That driving while intoxicated is 
not only life-threatening, it is also a 
crime punished by loss of the right to 
drive, permanently. 

TTiese are seemingly simple facts. 
Yet simple discussion has proved to 
have a profound effect on teens* 
behavior, though few teens are apt 
to admit it to their folks. According 
to a national study conducted by the 
National Highway Safety Ad- 
ministration, most teens reported 
they respect their parents’ views on 
drinking. 

Furthermore, more than half of 
the teens participating in the 
sessions said they had chosen an 
alternative to drinking and driving 
because of the sessions, and another 
61 percent said they had considered 
the alternatives after a drinking 
party.

! Equalization is 
irresponsible 

r EDITOR— I have written the 
1 following Tetter to George E. 
McEachem, director of Wayne 
County Bureau of Taxation, and 
! I would hope it is pertinent 
; enough to warrant publication in 
the local newspapers. 

Dear Mr. McEachern : 

Your equalization studies for 
1981 with the projected 
! residential factor to be 3.6604 
; came as quite a shock, to say 
; the least. Using this figure for 
1981, 2.87 for 1980, and 2.44 for 
; 1979 results in the state 
; equalized valuation being in- 
creased by fifty percent (50%) 
in two years and ninety-one 
percent (91%) over the past five 
; years for residential, at the 
same time lowering the com- 
mercial factor from 2.87 to 2.61. 

It appears the message of the 
November election is being 


totally ignored. Based on the 
reaction of the taxpayers to the 
December, 1980, tax bills, the 
Tisch amendment would have 
passed overwhelmingly had the 
election been held a month later. 

Considering the depressed 
economic condition at this time 
it seems that to place a burden 
of this magnitude on the citizens 
is irresponsible and uncalled for. 
If we cannot expect our elected 
officials to act responsible in 
this time of crisis, then we may 
as well forget it and take what 
comes. 

Mr. McEachran, I strongly 
urge that you reconsider the 
unrealistic residential factor of 
3.6604 for the City of Belleville.

Defends state 
budget plans 

EDITOR — Recently, you 
published a letter from State 
Representative Richard Fitz- 
patrick that, unfortunately, 
contained a good deal of misin- 
formation and reflected a rather 
distressing misunderstanding of 
the budget process by this fresh- 
man lawmaker. 

His mistakes need to be 
corrected. 

For instance, the letter con- 
tended the Governor, in the 
Department of Natural 
Resources’ budget, proposed to 
•punish the public by closing 
parks but hire more high-paid 
image makers to promote a 
resource that is no longer 
available.” In fact, under the 
Governor’s budget, 12 of the 21 
employees of the department’s 
information and education 
section will be laid off. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick is inconsistent 
when he first accuses the 
Governor of not trying to 
eliminate the less deserving 
recipients from the public 
assistance rolls, then later 
complains about a proposal to 


hire 28 individuals to help work to 
get recipients off the rolls. 

The letter also accuses the 
Governor of “laying off hundreds 
of personnel w ho care directly for 
mental patients while main- 
taining the central ad- 
ministrative staff in Lansing ” 
The fact is the administrative 
staff in Lansing is made up of 145 
individuals, including the 
director, his assistants and 
clerical help. These individuals 
oversee a system of more than 
15.000 emloyees providing care 
for nearly 10,000 residents of 
state facilities as well as 
thousands of outpatients and 
residents of shelter homes— 
certainly not an unreasonable 
proportion 

The fact is the Governor has 
been devoting a good deal of time 
and attention to making some 
very difficult decisions to bring 
state spending down to a level 
which equals the reduced state 
revenues. And he has been at- 
tempting to do the job as 
equitably as possible. 

Anyone who would suggest 
otherw ise and use such blatantly 
false assertions to support that 
suggestion either doesn’t un- 
derstand the budget process or 
wants to purposely mislead the 
public.

Laws can't 
stop murder 

EDITOR - While con- 
templating the sad death of 
musician John Lennon, 
Americans should realize that no 
gun control” law\ no amount of 
restrictive firearms legislation, 
could have prevented this tragic 
act. 

Gun laws simply cannot stop 
someone who is intent upon 
committing murder. The suspect 
charged with Mr Lennon's 
murder purchased the murder 
weapon in Hawaii, a state which 
requires that all firearms and 
ammunition be registered with 
local and state authorities. The 
crime took place in New York 
City which has perhaps the most 
stringent gun laws in the country. 
New York not only requires 
registration and permits for 
handguns, but also requires the 
licensing of firearms owners. 
These restrictive gun laws did not 
stop Mr. Lennon’s murder. 
Additional gun laws would not 
have stopped it, either. 

The act. for whatever reason it 
was committed. was 
premeditated Once he is bent 
upon such a crime, a person 
cannot be thwarted by an existing 
gun law. nor by the passage of 
any additional legislation. 
Murder is already against the 
law. 

There will be those who call for 
more ‘gun control” laws. Such 
laws, however, only restrict the 
law-abiding citizens’s use of 
lirearms and will not affect the 
criminal or reduce crime. Such 
laws merely open the door for 
civil rights violations which have 
occurred many times under the 
Federal Gun Control Act of 1968. 
These violations have already 
resulted in 63 United States 
Senators calling for reform of 
that gun law. 

To stop crime, laws must be 
directed at the violent criminal. 
The National Rifle Association 
has long been in favor of prompt 


and adequate punishment for 
anyone convicted of a crime of 
violence. Take the criminal off 
the streets. Force the criminal 
justice system to be as severe as 
necessary to compel the criminal 
to realize that he will suffer the 
consequences of his actions. This 
is the way to stop such deplorable 
tragedies

You can’t believe all the nursery 
rhymes. Take the old woman who 
lived in a shoe. She had so many 
children that the storybook 
illustration shows them brimming, 
bulging, climbing, clinging, 
dangling, and falling from that old 
shoe. There were so many children, 
because she didn’t know what to do. 

That might have bordered on the 
truth a little over a generation ago, 
but today most families are quite 
different. Today’s woman of child- 
bearing age has few (if any) 
children, because she knows what to 
do. 

Today’s women accepts family 
planning as a fact of life. It enables 
her to have or not to have children; 
and the children she does have are 
wanted, not unwanted, children. 
Family planning allows her to space 
her children and to plan her family 
size. 

Family planning programs across 
the state serve women from all 
walks of life. In the past year about 
50 percent of the clients were 19 
years of age or younger. The other 
women already have children and 
prefer to postpone pregnancy — at 
least for now 

Most of the family planning clients 


prefer to postpone parenthood. They 
wish to work and earn, to start 
careers, to enjoy freedom from the 
responsbilities of children, to con- 
tinue their educaton. Many women 
of today just don’t want children 
right now\ When they do decide to 
have children, they make the 
decision after much consideration 
and planning. They are finally ready 
to have an intended pregnancy. 

The family planning programs 
across the state help these young 
men and women pursue their goals. 
They provide counseling, education, 
laboratory tests such as pap smear, 
physican examinations and orien- 
tation to various kinds of con- 
traceptive methods. The physician 
and patient determine the best 
method of contraception, and a 
nurse gives further information. The 
program also provides pregnancy 
testing, sickle cell testing when 
indicated, and gives referrals for 
other services, such as infertility 
testing 

We’ve come a long way from that 
old woman in the shoe. While we still 
enjoy hearing our children laugh at 
the antics of the children who lived 
in the shoe, the present-day mother 
knows best She plans her life for 
wanted children when she’s ready 
for them That’s not a nursery 
rhyme: that’s the truth.

It looked like 
fun.” 

They’ve been square dancing ever 
since. Today, their square dancing

Check mud flats for bluegills 


(LAST IN A SERIES) 

BLUEGILLS— You’ll find these fish in 
the same areas during winter as in the 
summer — over weedy mud flats and at 
inlets and outlets. Early in the ice season, 
fish near bottom in 10 to 20 feet of water, 
generally in the late afternoon. Jig your 
lines about once a minute and, every few 
minutes raise your rod some four feet and 
let the bait settle again. 

If nothing happens in a half hour, make 
another hole 10 feet or more from where 
you’ve been fishing. After a month of ice 
and snow cover, bluegills may start 
swimming higher off bottom and they 
become increasingly sensitive about 
biting. Your success then may depend on 
locating the fish at higher depths and 
going to smaller lures ana lighter 
monofilament line. 

A good combination for bluegills is a 
small ice fly, a teardrop jig or small 
flasher blade with a grub or wiggler on it. 


The grubs sold at bait stores are mousies, 
wax worms and corn borers— they are all 
good. Since winter bluegill lures are 
weighted, no sinkers are advisable. 

PERCH— Look for these fish in the 
same haunts favored by bluegills. 
Halfway through the winter in deep 
lakes, they are found in the deeper 
pockets during mid-day and toward 
shoals in early morning and evening. 
Most often, perch will hold six inches to 
two feet off the bottom. 

If the barometer is dropping, go all the 
way down with your bait. Sometimes you 
have to move it a few feet off the bottom 
to get action. 

Probably the best hookups for perch 
are Russian spoons baited with perch 
eyes or minnows, a plain hook baited with 
a wiggler, or one of the many ice spoons 
on the market that are normally used for 
bluegills. Put a grub on the hook portion. 

It is common in the Great Lakes to use 
a two-dropper hook setup with a heavy

bell sinker on the terminal end. Perch 
swim in schools so you should catch them 
fast when they’re with you as they may 
soon move on. 

WALLEYES— Here again, jiggling is 
very effective, with six- to eight-pound 
test line. Russian spoons, Swedish 
Pimples and Rapala jigs baited with a 
dead minnow are examples of proven 
jigging combinations for walleyes. It’s 
good practice to let your baited spoon hit 
the lake bottom to disturb the sand or 
mud to get the attention of the fish. 
Another way of attracting walleyes is to 
“chum” the fishing hole with wigglers. 

If you use tip-ups, set them over reefs 
and the edges of shoals where the water is 
15 to 30 feet deep. For bait, use a two- to 
three-inch live shiner minnow and hook it 
just behind the dorsal fin so it will be free 
to swim. Dusk hours or cloudy days are 
usually best. 

LAKE TROUT— Do your fishing in the 
deeper parts of lakes and be sure you 
have enough line. No less than 100 yards 
is suggested because they may run out 
that much before they are actually 
hooked. Four- to six-pound test line will 
do the job, and hooks should be in the No. 
6 to No. 10 range. 

Since monofilament of long length has 
a tendency to twist, many experts tie in a 
small swivel every 50 feet or so. 

Place a very small split shot two feet 
above the hook and set your bait— a two- 
to four-inch shiner or smelt— just off the 
bottom. 

PIKE AND MUSKIES— Favorite 
winter haunts of these fish are along 
drop-offs in and near weedbeds and brush 
shelters in water three to 12 feet deep. 
Pike baits— large shiners, four- to five- 
inch suckers, smelt or herring— nor- 
mally get best results one to four feet 
above the bottom. During March, it 
sometimes pays to offer one bait at this 
depth and another one about four feet 
under the ice. 

When pike grab the bait, they usually 
make a run, rest, then run again. As soon 
as they start the second run, set the hook 
hard. 

When spear fishing, seek out an area 
where the water is about eight feet deep. 
Since a good deal of sharp-shooting for 
these fish is done in murky water, it’s a 
good idea to drop tinfoil or egg shells into 
your spearing hole. These objects will 
settle on the bottom and provide a light

“Well, you don’t have to be a good 
singer to be a good caller,” ex- 
plained LaPan. “But you must have 
a clear voice, stay with the beat at 
all times and have fun while doing it. 
And a caller should know how to 
dance before trying to be a caller. 

“I've been doing it for three years 
now and people say they like me.” 

‘‘We practice at every opportunity 
we get, ” Mrs. LaPan pitched in. “It 
takes almost all our spare time.” 

Mrs. LaPan will concentrate on 
(firecting dancers in the waltz, two- 
step and polkas this New Year’s 
Eve. Together with her husband, the

Angel City, like AC/DC, are from the 
land “down under,” namely Australia. 
Like that bank, Angel City also plays 
loud, raucous rock’n’roll. But the 
similarities end there. 

Pop sensibility plays a very important 
part in their music, as opposed to the 
mindless boogie of AC/DC and their ilk. 

Angel City also writes top-notch songs 
that are guaranteed to hook you in- 
neither “Darkroom” or it’s predecessor, 
“Face To Face,” contain a single song 
that would qualify as filler material. 
Credit this to the unusual: four of the five 
members are extraordinary songwriters, 
so the band has plenty of material to 
choose from. 

Perhaps their biggest asset though, is 
the presence of Doc Neeson. As anyone 
who’s been fortunate enough to catch 
Angel City in concert will testify, Neeson

Stevenson slips past Salem to win cage title 


Rocks' streak ends at holiday tourney 


Playing “cat-and-mouse” can be 
precarious especially if you’re 
playing the role of the mouse as 
Plymouth Salem learned Tuesday 
night. 

Salem was forced to go after the 
ball when Livonia Stevenson stalled 
in the last period in hopes of making 
up a seven-point deficit and came 
within one point in the final second. 

But Coach Fred Thomann and his 
Rocks fell short and handed over the 
Livonia Churchill Holiday 
Basketball Tournament title to the 
Spartans after losing their first 
game of the year, 45-44 
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“I feel playing four games in the 
last eight days took its toll 
physically on our personnel,” said 
Coach Thomann whose team 
boasted a 5-1 record in December 
and will pick up the pieces Jan. 6 at 
home against Ypsilanti. “You have 
to be pleased with a team that 


refuses to quit — and our kids kept in 
(here right to the end.” 

With less than five minutes left 
Stevenson appeared to have the 
game sewed up w'hen the Spartans 
opened up a seven-point lead. But 
John Cohen rallied the Rocks as' he 
made two from the field and sank a 


pair of free throws — all in that last 
period to rally his teammates back. 

With the Spartans leading by one, 
Salem had a shot of going ahead 
when Dave Miller w r as fouled and 
awarded a one-and-one, but his first 
shot missed and the Spartans 
grabbed the rebound and Rocks 


waged a battle for the rebound. The 
Rocks got it and threw the ball up, 
but it failed to make its mark. 

Salem worked its way into the lead 
at the end of the first period, 13-11, 
but Coach George VanWagner’s 
Spartans outscored their rivals 14-10

This area has produced its share of nationally known athletes. 
Frank Nunley, former Belleville High gridder who went on to play 
for the University of Michigan and later starred in the NFL as a 
linebacker for the San Francisco 49ers, and Johnny Long of 
Romulus and U of D fame who is presently leading the Detroit 
Pistons are among those who quickly come to mind. 

Ftfow, out of Glen Ellyn, 111., from the College of DuPage comes 
the news that yet another local athlete is heading for our area 
Hall of Fame. The name is a familiar one - Barry Riddick who 
prepped at Belleville High, unfortunately during the drought 
years when the Tigers lost more than they won. 

Riddick was named this week to the second string National 
Junior College Athletic Association’s All-American football squad. 

Although many will be eager to berate the junior colleges and 
there may be some polite laughter about the comparison of junior 
college and major college athletics, when an athlete earns all- 
American accolades, in any sport, he or she has to be good. 

An athlete who can rush for 1,502 yards and score 16 touchdowns 
in 264 carries can make it on just about any team. And that’s what 
Riddick did in leading DuPage to its conference championship. 

The 5-11, 187-pound freshman tailback scored % points, six more 
than his next closest rival, while his 1,502 rushing total was bested 
only by Walter Ross of Anoka-Ramsey Community College of 
Minnesota who gained 1,612 yards in 275 carries. 

Riddick also placed eighth in the nation in total offense with 1,543 
yards. 

DuPage Coach Bob MacDougall said of the ex-Belleville High 
gridder “that Barry is one of if not the finest running backs and 
athlete I have ever coached.” 

Riddick was the fifth DuPage gridder to earn All-American 
honors in the past three years, and only the second from this area in 
the past 15 years. 

“What football player do you know who can give you a 5.7 yard 
average per carry?” Coach MacDougall rhetorically asked. 
“That’s what Barry Riddick did for this team and, believe me, 
we’re very happy that he chose to come here to Glen Ellyn.”
